To add more decorations to your 
hat, glue on lots of sparkling 
sequins. Make sure that you cover 
every side, then leave it to dry. 


Cut five pieces of silver and pink 
ribbon. Each piece should be around 
10 inches (25 cm) long. Feed the 


end of each piece into the hole at the 
top of the hat. Use tape to fix the 
ribbon into position inside the hat. 
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For the monster's body, use the 


empty bottle. Crumple some 
newspaper into a large ball and 
tape it to the top of the bottle, This 
will become the monster's head. 





Cover the bottle in layers of 
newspaper and tape into position 
to make the monster's body. Cover 
the two empty juice boxes with - 
newspaper to make the arms. 





Tape the arms to the monster's 
body. To make the claws, roll six 
small pieces of newspaper into 
tiny cone shapes. Tape three 
cones onto the end of each arm.

Roll some sheets of newspaper 
into two foot shapes, as shown. 
Attach eight small cones of 
newspaper for the claws. 








Fix the feet to the base of the 
body with sticky tape. Point the 
feet outward to make your monster 
stand up. Then roll up two small 
balls of newspaper for the eyes. 








Tape the eyes to the top of the head. 
Mix flour and water into a thick, 
smooth paste. Tear lots of strips of 
newspaper. Cover the strips with the 
paste to make papier-maché, then 
use them to cover your monster. 
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Once you have coated your 


monster in lots of layers of 
papier-máché, leave it overnight 
to dry. When the monster is 
completely dry you can paint it. 


Cover the monster in white 
paint. You will need to paint it 
several times. Let each layer 
of paint dry before painting 
the next. This will stop the 
newspaper from showing. 


Paint the body a dark green, 


and the arms and feet a light 


green. Leave the paint to dry. 
Then paint a pattern onto your 
monster using yellow paint. 





Finally, paint the face of your 
monster,. Add sharp, white 
teeth, a red mouth, and crazy 
eyes. [o make hair, shred some 
pieces of tissue paper and glue 
them onto the head. 
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Draw 12 small circles onto a 
piece of paper. You can use the 
inside of a roll of sticky tape or 
you can draw around a circular 
shape, such as a small coin.

Anchors are 
thrown from a boat or ship to hold 
it, or "anchor" it, to the seabed. 


base (BAYZ) The bottom 
of something. 


design (dih-ZYN) A pattern 
or different shapes that make 
an image. 


layers (LAY-erz) Sections that are 
placed one on top of the other. 


outline (OW T-lyn) The outer line 
of a shape. 


permission (pur-MIH-shun) To be 
allowed to do something. 


pipe cleaner (PYP KLEEN-er) 
A length of thin wire covered 
in a soft material. 


ruffle (RUH-ful) To lift the edges of 
something so that it is no longer flat. 


score (SKAWR) To make a light 
mark with a pair of scissors or knife. 


semicircles (SEH-mee-sir-kulz) 
Half-circles. 


sequins (SEE-kwinz) Small, 
shiny shapes used for decorating. 


shred (SHRED) To tear roughly 
into thin strips. 


skull and crossbones (SKUL AND 
KROS-bohnz) A design once used on 
pirate flags. It features a skull with 
two crossed leg bones. 


spiral (SP Y-ruhl) A long, 
coiled shape. 


stem (STEM) The hard structure 
that holds a plant upright. 


technique (tek-NEEK) A way of 
doing something. 


tissue paper (TIH-shoo PAY-per) 
Very thin, soft paper. 


variety (vuh-RY-ih-tee) Lots of 
different types of something. 
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
